(e) communications; (d) business of 
executive; (e) reports of commit- 
tees; (f) new business, and (g) 
notice of motions. 
' Cushing's "Manual of Parliamen- 
tary Practice," extracls^ot which 
arc published In the'^Handbbolc, is 
the official authority on procedure 
for all Student Society meetings. 

The Constitution of the Students 
Society' provides that a meeting 
"shall be'callcd about a month after 
the commencement of each term to 
consider reports and to handle any 
business of the student body." as 
well as to "serve as a. welcome for 
Incoming students." 

Although the Students Society 
can anicnd its own Constitution, no 
amendment comes into effect until 
"It Is'approved byHhe University. " 

Among the reports to be present 
ed will be that by Bob. Gill, last 
year's President of the Student So< 
clety. His report will concern the 
International Students Service.

Th new East Wing of the Royal 
Victoria College will be opened to- 
day. The addition of this modern 
163 room residence is tho latest of 
the many cnlarsemtnts and devel- 
opments which have taken place 
since the college was built. 

R.V.C. is now a venerable fifty 
years of age., The erection of the 
original building was financed by 
the late Lord Slrathcona In memory 
of the famous Britlsli queen for 
wbpm' It U iftftncd'and whose statue 
graces its outside steps. Since its 
opening there have been a long 
series of dlcinges. alterations, and 
modernizations, necessitated by the 
growth In numbers of McGiU'.i 
v/omeii students. 

West \\\ni 
In 1931 the West Wing was built 
More recently, many Improvements 
have been made In order to keep 
pace with the Increasing demands 
made on existing facilities. These 
Include the installment of a cafe- 
teria in the basement for non-re- 
sident students, and the moderniza- 
tion of the dining room for those 
living in residence. The kitchen and 
food storage quarters have also 
been re-bullt 

The Infirmary has been enlarged 
to a total capacity of twelve beds 
plus two single isolation rooms. A 
doctor and nurse ore in attendance. 
Offices have now been provided for 
the Women's Union in the base- 
ment of n.V.C, and additional lock- 
er space has also been made avail- 
able. 

With the opening of the new 
wing, the college is no longer oper- 
ating the outside residences which 
were temporarily to house overflow 
co-eds. These were Strathcona Hall, 
MacLennan Hall, Donalda House 
and Ana House. This means that 
although there are 163 more rooms, 
there is an actual overall Increase 
of only 30 rooms. The total accom- 
modation Is now 301. 

- ' Single Rooms 

To quote Dr. Roscoc, Dean of 
Women and Warden of R.V.C, the 
ultra-modern| five-storey wing has 
been designed, as a "good back- 
ground for work as well as play." 
The majority iof the students' rooms 
are single, there being only six 
double rooms in the entire building. 
This, as everyone knows, is more 
conducive to studying. 

The walls are finished in attrac- 
tive tones of yellow, pink or green. 
Comf o rtab|eimatd ilng | ij^^ contrast- 
ing arraMa^fl^l^^iirovided, 
A feature ofTthe^îpmfîrt^ 
In furnltiire in toiiés oit basic beige. 
There is plenty of cupboard space 
ami sliding doors eliminate some 
of the noise common to most resi- 
dences. Windows are fitted with 
Venetian blinds, and lighting is pro- 
vided by means of lamps over bed, 
desk and vanity. When drapes, bed- 
spreads, rugs, pictures, and the^j^ 
evitable kiilck-khacks are addedlBtt 
result Is truly charming. 

Ecch floor Is provided with a kit- 
chenette where bedtime snacks may 
be prepared. There is also a laundry, 
with adequate washing and ironing 
focilities on each floor, .

The regulation forbidding stu- 
dents to pprk their cars on the 
cnmpus is to be . more rigidly en- 
forced and stiffer penalties for 
violations have been passed by the 
Senate and''the ,^bard-'of ;Govern- 
ors, S. H. Dobell,' comptroller and 
executive assistant to the principal, 
has. announced. ' ' ! 

The limited parking' space mads 
it necessary some years ago to al- 
low only members of the adminis- 
trative and academic staff who 
have applied .for and have bee'p 
granted permission to park their 
cars on the campu&^;i!nie -rule has 
not been strictly; enforced -^iiut .cf-^ 
fectivc October 31 it will. be— and 
fines wfll be levied against viola- 
tor's. 

First Infraction of the regulation 
wlll-farlng- a warning but subse- 
quent .violations will bring , fines 
of t^wo, five, 10 and 15 dollars— the 
amount 'increasing with the num- 
of offences. ' 

A committee gave the parking 
problem consldcfable study, Mr. 
Dobell : declared. Reports from 
various] universities in Canada and 
the U.S. indicated that most U(ti- 
MHltles' • charged 'for^ parking 
wnerè i space was 'available and 
where ! space - was '. not (available 
fines wiere levied against stiidents

The committee had not fdund.it 
possible to rent a special parking 
space for students 'y^Ithin Reason- 
able distance of the campus, Mr.

Roger Ouimet K.C., local lawyer, 
and an authority on labour prob 
lems, win be guest speaker at a 
meeting in the Union Ballroom, on 
Thursday at 5.00 p.m.

Mr. Ouimet, a native Montrealer, 
is the son of the late Paul G, 
Ouimet chleif law translator in the 
House of Commons.

Laurent Prime Minister of Canada 
and has lectured at Laval Univer- 
sity in Quebec. Called to the Bar 
In 1030. He held the position of 
Crown Attorney for the district of 
Montreal from 1940-1944, and was 
called to King's counsel in 1944. 

Mr. Ouimet ran as Liberal can' 
didnte in the district of St Henri 
in the last provincial election but 
lost out in the Duplcssis landslide.

With Isotopes 
For Western 



Condon; Ont'-- '(CUP)— Experi- 
mental, work with radioactive iso- 
topes will begin at the University 
of Western Ontario early next 
year. Dr. H. A; DeLuca, professor 
of biochemistry , has announced.' 

'A,t tiie,same Unie a course in the 
handling ^*of Hhe -radioactive, ma- 
terial will be given to post-grad- 
uate students. 

Dr. . DeLuca, who spent three 
months this summer at Chalk 
River. Canada's /thief source ^ of 
radioactive 'materials, said that the 
University will start experimental 
Isotope tracer work. As soon i as 
the laboratory is prepaid, the ma- 
terials win be procured. - ' ' 
The National Research Council, 
which operates the pile at Chalk 
River, is anxious, to co-operate with 
linlverslties' in training personnel 
work with such materials, 
en- improperly handled radio- 
active ' substances are - potentially 
dangerous health hazards. 

Used to Find Tumors ' 
Radioactive isotopes, widely used 
in research, make it possible to

VETERANS EXCLUDED 



If,;. The decision of the Rhodes Scholarship Com- 
fjmittee to make restrictions applicable to all 
^' students this year will undoubtedly come as a 
r^Jgi'Bijrprise to some student veterans.

M'v Onc unforttinate resujt may, be the lowcrëâ 
JcjuàUty of nppiicants for the award. It is undcr- 
^nandablc that the younger students may liavc 
'",'^Jes8.*of the leadership qualities and experience 
'demonstrated by many student .veterans.' .,'^\f.;v 



In any event, this change in regulations seems 
quite in keeping with the trend of the -times. 
Many student veterans have complained of a 
gradual stiffening in the interpretation of regula- 
tions by the Department of Veterans Affairs. 
The favored position which the veteran iins in 
many instance» enjoyed since his discharge is 
gradually receding into the middle distance with 
the memory of the war itself. ' 

However, a few years of military 8cr^'icc 
hardly merit n lifetime of special concessions. 
The Canadian veteran can have few complaints 
to make concerning his post-diseharpd treat- 
ment. The Canadian Government's Veteran's 
Rehabilitation Act has been one of the best in

Hope that ajilm .about McGill 
would be produced soon was ex- 
pressed here last week by Cecil 
Ma'iden and Richard Jarvis, co-pro- 
ducers ot the Canadian film, "For- 
bidden Journey." This picture is 
the first produced by the new com- 
pany, Selkirk Productions, and is 
the second full-length, English film 
produced in Canada. 

At present the plans for. the Mc- 
Gill film are only tentative, pend- 
ing release ot the present Selkirk 
production. This picture, the 
directors believe, should be: "neither 
in the rah-rah style of the American 
college film nor in the Oxford and 
Cambridge style, but in key with 
the respect and tradition of the 
University in the world today." 
Maiden says, "If a university is a 
seat of learning it should be por- 
trayed as such." 

These two have consented to 
conduct a round-table discussion at 
McGill on: lite Future of Film-pro 
duction and Scenario-writing in 
Canada." This conference will form 
part of the activities of the Litera 
ture Society early in the ' New 
Year, and will be open to any in- 
terested, students. 

Maiden said, "Writing for the 
films is a sadly neglected occupa- 
tion in Canada. It is important for 
Canadian writers-to turn .their,. at- 
tention to thinking vistiiîily''ànd 
putting their thoughts on paper. It 
is for this reason that my co- 
dircctor and I arc interested In 
knowing what the students at Mc- 
Gill, and other universities, arc 
writing." 

Jarvis pointed .out that some of 
the finest radio writers in the 
world, today, are In Canada, and 
mentioned , the "Stage 49" and 
"Stage SO" productions. However, 
he said that most of ' the good 
writers in Canada are forgetting the 
rapidly developing Canadian Film 
Industry. ■

some writers are made, but that 
film-writers, especially, must be 
born with the ability to fit words, 
upproprlately, to the movement in 
n picture. Maiden considers that,

Dr. Kranck Is no newcomer to 
the barren land along Canada's 
Atlantic coast. He has explored the 
area several times before and In 
addition to several scientific papers, 
he has written a book on the sub' 
juct called, "Motor and Hammer 
Along the Coast of Labrador." 

When interviewed yesterday af- 
ternoon, Dr^ Kranck was busily en*, 
gaged ; in;^iorting o'kit some of the 
rocks tîuttfiîë^tirought back with 
him. "When I get these sorted out 
and classified," he said, "I will be 
able to start work on a description 
of the rocks we found up there." 
He sald that it would probably, take 
him over a year to finish tht de* 
scripllon. 

"The rocks' along the cnit^Ui) 
there are some of thèf^oidât 
known," he said. "Tliey are classi- 
fied generally as Archéan, which 
means that they are' well over 840 
million years old the very least. 
Tney are mostly granites and 
gneisses, but we do find the occa 
sional limestone : band, though very 
much altered In form."/ . ; 

He pointed out a piece of bright 
orange'; rock," ^Whlch seemed to be 
ccmpose^.of shiny oranfe crjstals. 
"This is very rare," he said. "It was 
originally limestone, but it was 
altered by heat and pressure, until 
it reached the form you sec it In 



à. 



now." He pointed to another kind 
of rock Imbedded in the.limestone 
and. said that it was hematite. 
Hematite Is one of the most abun- 
dant ore minerals of Iron." 

Describing the trip Itself, Dr. 
Kranck said that none of the 'gales' 
they had were very 'merry.' They 
had a^g&M^ai of bad weather and 
the s eai^BM& ften rough. In spite 
ot tliSVwSSlamal^' rough • weather. 
Dr. Kranck' laid' that he enjoyed 
the. trip. "A . slimmer like that is 
alxvays pleasant," he said. "Why, 
we even got in a little fisldngi" 

In doing the dctual mapping. Dr. 
Kranck andihis party used both 
their mot^llul^^', "The Merry 
Gale," and îomè'cahoes. Dr. Kranck 
described the coasUine^as very irre 
gUlar and indented,.', with many 
small Islands. "We used io send the 
canoes down Into the inlets where 
if was more or less sheltered, and 
use the motor launch a little fur- 
ther out IS it could stand the buf- 
feting. All In all, WB must have 
covered several hundred miles in 
this fashion," lie said. 

Many parts of the Labrador^ Coast 
are, leu w«U known thin iHè 
Arctic regions farther north, which 
have been much more thoroughly 
explored. Labrador, in light of the 
recent discoveries of vast bodies of 
ircn ore in the interior, is coming 
more and more into the public eye 
and. the importance of geological 
survey Is of in(^|bj||{lg value.

Toronto— (CUP) — The total en- 
rolment at the University of Tor- 
onto this year has dropped from 
last year's 15,684 to 13,772, Presi- 
dent Smith announced recently. 
This is a drop of 1,012 students, 
but Toronto campus is still over- 
crowded due to the closing down 
of the university's AJax Division. 

Most Canadian Universities have 
reported . decreases in their enrol- 
ment this year except Montreal's 
Sir George Williams College. This 
downward trend, in the enrolment 
at the Universities has been pro- 
nounced since the peak of the post- 
war period. The phief reason for 
the decline during the past two 
years -is the definite drop In the 
number of student veterans at- 
tending , the .universities. -

disaster, In major Canadian centres, 
particularly in University commun- 
ities. 

The duties of the spotters will be 
to notify the field survey team who 
will send a psychologist and sociol- 
ogist to the scene, and keep track 
of the disaster until the team ar- 
rives. The spotter Is to act only as 
a first contact.
